The amount required to be set apart in 1908, for 
permanent improvement in main highways, was 
One hundred one dollars. ($101 00) of this amount 
Ninety-five dollars ($95 00) has been expended on 
the Branch Road, reducing of grade by excavating 
and filling, leaving a balance of Six dollars ($6 oo) 
unexpended. 

In accordance with a previous vote taken at town 
meeting empowering the selectmen to repair the 
roof of the Town Hall and Church building, after 
careful consideration it was thought best to slate 
the roof, and it was done at an expense of One 
hundred seventy-two dollars and thirty-six cents.
